Soils specialists with the Uni- 
versity of Florida College of Agri- 
culture say in addition to conserv- 
ing plant nutrients. and moisture, 
organic matter aids in improving` 
the physical. growth condition of

As the percentage of organic 
matter in soils increases, the ex- 
change capacity, water-holding ca- 
pacity and physical condition are 
improved and leaching losses of 
plant nutrients are reduced.

Florida could produce five times 
more sugar than the 180,000 tons 
ground from cane in the 1959-60 
season, ar official of the U. S. 
Sugar Corporation said Saturday 
as he prepared for an inspéction 
flight tò Puerto Rico. 

Harry T. Vaughn, president of 
the U. S. Sugar Corp, at Clewiston, 
said Florida production cannot! be 
increased appreciably unless Con- 
gress raises quotas for mainland 
sugar cane areas. Cane;is grown 
in Louisiana and Florida, and sug- 
ar beets.are grown in Western and 
Northern states. 

The sugar act, which Congress 
jextended to March 31, 1961, and 
| dinended io give President Eisen- 
hower authority to reduce Cuba's 
quota, increased the domestic al- 
lotment by 13,774 tons. This was

The' President, however, reduced 
Cuba's quota by 700,000 tons. This

Substantial Road 
Funds To Counties 


TALLAHASSEE-—According to 
an estimate released by the State 
Board of Administration Florida 
counties will receive 
road funds during-the fiscal year 
starting July 1. 

A total'of approximately $32- 
million of surplus gasoline tax 
funds became available from the 
5th and 6th cents of the 7 cent gas 
tax which previously had been re- 
served for payment of.old boom- 
time bonds which have now been 
paid off. 

Amounts available to counties 
range from $2,742,000 for Dade 
County down to $127,000 for Her- 
nando County. 

Eighty per cent of each county's 
allocation, is given to the State 
Road Departmerít to be spent with- 
in the county to which it is allotted. 
The county and the road depart- 
ment jointly control the spending. 
"Thé other 20 per cent of each 
county's allocation goes into the 
county's own road fund. 

Revenues from the two cents of 
the gasoline tax are allocated to 
counties under a formula which is 
based on area, population and the 
county's contribution to the 1930 
xoad building program. 

In figuring population the 1950 
census was used for the first six 


months of the year and the new 
1960 figures for the last six 
months. !

Credit Is Lifeblood 
Of Agriculture 


“Credit\is the lifeblood of agri- 
culture," asserts farm banker J. 
Carlisle Rogers in the special July 
planning issue of Florida Grower 
and Rancher: “The 10 or more mule 
farms have given way to mechan- 
ization—and all of this has been 
made possible by the extension of 
credit." 

Rogers, who is president of the 
First National Bank of Leesburg, 
says sound crédit is based on the 
"three "C's"; Character, Capital, 
and Capacity. 

If a would-be borrower lacks the 
first "C"... if he has he reputation 
of being tricky, shady, unreliable, 
etc. . . loan officers refuse to con- 
sider his application. It saves wor- 
ry, trouble, and money. 

Capital, of course, is always 
necessary. But it can be represent- 
ed. by cattle, real estate, equip- 
ment, or investments such as 
Stocks, bonds, etc. 

The third "C" ranks 
the top when a credit application 


is being considered. A farmer or| 


rancher may have above-average 
Soil tractors, and other farm 
equipment and machinery. But if 
he is weak on Capacity, om ability 
and know-how, he has one and per- 
haps two strikes against him. 
Banks are getting. away from 
the 90-day maturity habit. Instead, 
they are trying to make.loan ma- 
turities fall due at time that will 
fit in with the farmer or citrus 
grower'ss harvesting ` season, or 
when calves or feeders will; n 
ready for market.
